CYCLING IN ST. LOUIS. 


Prospects for a Very Lively Season 
Among, the Wheelmen. 

The cycling season in St. Louis bids fair to 
be livelier during 1895 than was ever exper- 
lenced among wheelmen before. The enor- 
mous demand for wheels by all classes 
would indicate that street cars and four- 
wheeled vehicles will be little patronized 


this summer. Dealers are entirely out of 
high-grade wheels and it is impossible to 
procure one.in less time than three weeks. 

Aside from the interest in the mere rid- 
ing of the bicycle, the local cyclists will keep 
things busy with the schedule of events 
that have been arranged. The first event, 
the St. Louis County tour, has already taken 
place and was a great success, there being 
over 400 men in line. The other fixtures will 
follow in rapid succession. 

Wheelmen should not be misled by the 
calendar of cycling events published in an 
afternoon paper, but will find the following 
list correct as arranged by the Associated 
Cycling Clubs: 

May 12 is the date for the annual Pike 
County tour. The St. Louis wheelmen will 
leave on the Gem City May 11 and arrive in 
Louisiana at 7 o’clock Sunday morning. 
The day will then be spent in riding over 
the finest roads in the country. The return 
trip will be made by train, the party ar- 
riving home at 10 o’clock Sunday evening. 

June 8and not June 1, as printed in an- 
other paper—will be run the fifth annual 
Forest Park road race. From a small be- 
ginning this event has become noted through 
the United States, and last year had over 
100 entries. This year it is expected that 
there will be no less than 150 entries, with 
100 starters. The Union-De Soto run will be 
made the next day and all of the visiting 
wheelmen will be invited to take part. 

The State meet will be held at Shelbina 
July 3 and 4. At this time and place the 
State championships will be run and the 
officers for the ensuing year will be nomi- 
nated, although the election does not occur 
until October. ; 

The Associated Cycling Clubs will hold a 
diamond tournament Aug. 24. There are 
no other races scheduled for August at pres- 
ent. This tournament, it is expected, will 
surpass anything that has yet been given in 
St. Louis.

A FUTILE TRICK. 


It is an open secret at Jefferson City 
that the programme which the Lobby 
now hopes to carry out with Filley’s aid 
is to pass an Election bill and immedi- 
ately thereafter to adjourn the Legis- 
lature. In order to carry out this pro- 
gramme, it is necessary to secure early 
action upon the bill making an appropria- 
tion for the expenses of the extra session. 

Now that the scheme is exposed, the 
Demccratic members of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations should thwart 
it, if possible. At the rate at which busi- 
ness is being transacted, there is no rea- 
son for hurrying the appropriation bill, 
especially when that bill provides for 
a session lasting forty-two days.

aroused public opinion from,-enforcing a 
rectification of the injustice heretofore 
suffered in silence. 

We warn the railroads, therefore, (1) 
that the Post-Dispatch proposes to ac- 
quaint the people of this State with the 
nature and extent of these discrimina- 
tions in favor of railroad properties; 
(2) that the other railroads will suffer 
along with the Missouri Pacific. 

It would be wise for the other railroads, 
while there is yet time, to demand of 
the Missouri Pacific that it call off its 


lobby. 


A BIGHTEOUS DECISION. 


Judge Murphy rendered a notable ser- 
vice to the decencies of life when he 
linked a six months’ term in the Work- 


house with a fine of $500 in the case of 


Henry W. Chandler, convicted of immoral 
cohabitation with Mrs. Coyle. 

By a strange perversion of moral judg- 
ment society has been led to view leni- 
ently the offense of which Chandler was 
guilty. The ordinary standards of honor 
and morality have been abrogated in 
favor of the invaders of the home. Despite 
the fact that the debasing crime involved 
deception, lying, treachery, the whole 
gamut of sneaking villainy which re- 
quires the forfeiture of honor and recti- 
tude to attain success, society has winked 
at the crime and has permitted the 
criminal to cover his degradation with 
some shreds of false sentiment’ and ro- 
mance.

GOOD WAGES FOR GOOD MEN. 


The President of a leading local elec- 
tric street car line in an mMmterview on 
street railroads exalts the responsibilities 
of motormen and laments that the street 
car lines do not have as good a class of 
men as motorneers as they ought to have. 

The success of street railroad manage- 
ment, the running expenses and the cost 
of accidents depend in great measure 
upon the efficiency of motormen, he says. 
“In manning a car thé stupid and in- 
different motorman can depreciate the 
property by unnecessary wear and tear 
of machinery, maim and mangle pedes- 
trians, run into vehicles, have rear-end 
collisions, curve collisions, smash cars at 
crossings, and scare people as well as 
horses by reckless running.” _ 

Among the qualifications he enumer- 
ates as necessary for efficient motormen 
are “a sense of feeling, a sense of honor,

The best wages 
paid by any street car line in this city 
for motormen is from $1.75 to $2.50 per 
day, according to the number of trips, 


consuming from nine to thirteen hours, 


every day in the week. The wages de- 
crease and the hours increase on other 
lines from this standard. 


The street railroad President whose in- 


terview we are discussing probably re- 
ceives not less than $10,000 annually for 
his services. Could a man of his ability 
be obtained for $1,500 a year? The ques- 
tion is the same in the case of motor- 
men. Rigid examinations and discipline 
are good things in their way, but they do 
not attract good men. It is impossible 
to get good men without paying good 
wages for a fair day’s work and when 
these are offered by the street car com- 
panies they will have no difficulty in 
securing men of ability and intelligence 


as motormen.

He Is Doomed to Rescue Himself, If 
He Be Rescued at All.

NEW YORK, May 1.—Robert E. Peary, 
who went to Greenland two years ago to 
make explorations, is an explorer who can 
not tell his tale unless some one goes up to 
Greenland and gets him. A lack of excite- 


ment prevails as to forming asrelief expe- 
dition. It wovld cost $10,000 and the problem 


vexing the minds of charitable scientists is | 


whether the game is worth the candle. 
Most of them have decided that it is not. 
If any expedition is to recover Mr. Peary 
it should start in July. The Greenland 
coast is then open to navigation and the 
explorer at that season can be recovered. 
But few are the patriots who think enough 
of Mr. Peary to rush to secure his return. 

Philadelphia has refused to contribute. 
. The Academy of Natural Sciences refuse to 
contribute on the ground that he went 
North without the consent of the academy, 
and if he found the North Pole it would not 
belong to that institution. The first 
expedition was backed by the academy, 
but the scientists always said that Peary 
snubbed them after and never conde- 
scended to make thém an adequate return. 
It is a notable fact that of the members of 
the expedition of three years ago a large 
proportion are dead. The ship sent up last 
ne to find Peary, on her return from 

hiladelphia to St. John, was wrecked. 
On her way from the Arctic regions typhoid 
fever appeared, which resulted in the death 
of one woman and the serious illness of 
‘ other members of the party. Serious dif- 
ferences have arisen since then among the 
different members of the expeditions. They 
go about denouncing each other, each 
claiming to be the only genuine Arctic ex- 
plorer at present in existence. While they 
are pulling each other’s noses, Peary would 
be in danger of having to eat himself for 
lack of provisions, was it not for the fact 
that his wife is in the country. 

She is doing her best to get up a relief 
@xpedition and has behaved throughout as a 
Joyal wife. For her sake it-.is likely the 
necessary money may be got together. 
Successful retreats have been made from 
the place where Peary is without the aid of 
any relief expedition, and it is a curious 
commentary on the engineer’s standing as 
a hardy explorer that no one has considered 
the possibility of his returning without an 
expensive relief steamer.

SALT LAKE, Utah, May 1.—A confer-

SOLD TO THE ROTHSCHILDS. 


Why Gold Receipts at the Denver Mint 
Have Fallen Off. 

DENVER, Colo., May 1—The Rocky 
Mountain News says editorially to-day: 
“The gold receipts at the Denver mint have 
fallen off heavily in the past month, in 


spite of increased production. Theré has 
been no increase in receipts at other mints 
and assay offices to account for the dis- 
crepancy. The mystery has been solved. 
The smelters haye been selling their product 
to the agents of the Rothschilds and others 
interested in the recent bond sale, instead 
of placing it in the mint. The same agents 
have been purchasing the larger retorts 
sent up from the principal gold mines, thus 
keeping a considerable quantity over and 
above the smelter product out of the mint. 
These facts are vouched for by men who 
are in a position to know what is occurring 
in the inner circles, The receipts at the 
mint during the month past have not ex- 
ceeded one-half the eapected amount. The 
smelter people do their business. through 
New York agents and no doubt obtain a 
slight advance over the mint price. To 
them it is purely a business transaction and 
they, of course, sell it im the best market.

Her Husband Shoots at Anybody Who

Reaching there ahead of Applegate and his 
companions he reported the shooting to the 
police and plegate was arrested by Offi- 
cer Charles Phayer and locked up. 

The party was found hiding in the willows 
near the water’s edge. When the fugitive 
saw e officer he threw his revolver, a 
fine Smith and Wesson 38 calibre, away. 
It ‘was recovered. Two chambers were 
empty. Hogan and a friend of the prisoner 
tried to secure his release by taking 
a man who said his name was Des- 
mond, and that he is a nephew of Chief 
of Detectives Desmond,. to the station to 
say that the prisoner was not wanted on 
this side of the river.

About three weeks ago Mrs. Summers 
claims she caught Mrs. Applegate in a com- 
‘ieee, 3 position, and, a8 a result, the 
atter caused her husband to shoot through 
the Summers house. Three or four shots 
were fired, a mirror was broken and the 
family thoroughly terrified. 

Applegate has refused to believe the sto- 
ries of his wife’s infidelity and is very bit- 
ter against the family. e has terrorized 
them into moving from the neighborhood. 
Summers will go to Venice a prcowoute his 
assailant and will also apply for a warrant 
for assault to kill on this side of the river. 
His assailant is still locked up.

The weekly Government Weather Bureau re- 
ports notes that condition of winter wheat is 
excellent in Kentucky, Tennessee and Muryland, 
ood in greater part of Iowa, Illinois and Indiana, 
tuproved and fair in Oregon, Arkansas and Michi- 
gan. Some central counties Michigan and in Wis- 
consin the plant largely winter-killed. Crop im- 
proved io Wesgern Kansas, but much plowed up in 
central counties and ground sown to other grain, 
as it is in Nebraska, except southern counties, 
where condition good. Spring wheat growing nicely 
in the Dakotas,but late sown needing rain in south- 
ern portions.

Kentucky.

LAST DAY OF GRACE. 


Unless San Francisco Pays the Con- 
tractors Its Charges Will Starve. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, May 1.—The esti- 
mate of the Auditor of the city and county 
of San Francisco that there would be a 
deficit in the Treasury at the end of the 
fiscal year, July 1, 1895, of $350,000, and the 
fact that the payment of the April bills 
of contractors for supplies will exhaust the 
fund apportioned for that purpose has led 
to @ crisis which is now at its acute stage.
